CHINA. 

Beportfrom Hongkong — A death from plague. 

Hongkong, China, January 21, 1902. 
Sib : I have the honor to transmit herewith the abstract of bills of 
health issued at this station during the week ended January 18, 1902. 
Bight steamers were inspected duriDg the week, 581 individuals were 
bathed at the disinfecting hulk, and 552 bundles of clothing and bed- 
ding were disinfected. 

One case of plague and 1 death, and 1 case of diphtheria, were 
reported as occurring in the colony during the week. This is the first 
case of plague reported thus far this year, death having occurred Jan- 
uary 16. The total deaths from all causes during the week were 66, 6 
of that number being due to tuberculosis. The Hongkong Government 
Gazette contains a notification that certain streets in the Chinese district 
were declared as infected with plague, January 17, 1902.
